Beit enacted Ly the Legislalive Assembly of the Territory of Minne-
gola, That James M. Goodhue and Isarc N. Goodhue, their heirs,
executors, administrators or assigns, shuil have the exclusive right
and privilege for the period of ten years, of keeping and maintain-
ing a ferry across the Mississippi river, in the county of Ramsey
and "Lerritory of Minnesota; and no other ferry shall be established
nearer than the line of Rice nnd Irvine’s addition above said,_ ferry,
or nearer than the mouth of Trout Brook, below said ferry.

Sec. 2. Said James M. Goodhue and Isan? N. Goodhue, shall
at all times keep a safe and good boat or boats, in good repair, suffi-
cient for the accommodation of all persons wishing to cross at said
ferry, and shall give prompt and rendg attendance on passenzers
or teams, aon all occasions, and at all houra both at night or day;
but persons crossing at said ferry at night may be charged double
the fare as hereinafler prescribed.

Spc. 8. The rate charged for crossing the above ferry shall
not exceed the following:

All freight of lumber, merchandise or other articles not in feams,
at the rate of ten cents per barrel; fifty cents per M feet of lumber,
and three cents per hundred pounds for all other articles.

Sec. 4. The said James M. Goodbue and Isaaec N. Goodhue shall,
within six months after the passage of this act, file or cause to be
filed with the clerk of the board of county commissicners of the
county of Ramsey, a bond to the said board, with two or more
sufficient suretics, to be approved by said board, in the penal sum
of one thousand dollars, conditioned that they will fulfil all the
duties that are imposed upon them, in the foregoing sections, and
in case of their failure so to do, they shall forfeit all the benefits
that might have accrued to them from its passage.
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Sec. &, For every neglectin keeping a good and sufficient boat,
or failure {0 give prompt and due attendance, the said James M.
Goodhue and Isaac N. Goodhue, shall forfeit a sum, not exceeding
twenty dollars, to be recovered by a civil nction beforo any court
having competent jurisdiction, and shall bo forther liable in a like
action, for all damages any person may sustzin by reason of the
neglect of said James M. Goodhuo and Isaze N. Goodhue, to fulfil
any of the duties imposed upon them in this act.

Sec. 6. Any person who shall sustain any injury by the negli-
gence or default of said James M. Goodhue and Isaac N. Goodhue,
‘or of the ferryman in their employ, may have a remedy by an ac-
tion upen the bond required in this act.

Sec. 7. Tho legislature may altor, amend or repenl this act at
all times.

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An - Ac ;rnna'nlgtn_Hwy.G...Bduy, the right to establich and maintain ufa‘r_e;mw.! the
Mississippi river, at or near Olive Grove, in the county of Webasha.
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Be it enacted by the Legislalive Mssembly of the Territory of Min-
nesota, That Henry G. Bailly, his heirs, executors, administrators
or assigns, shall have the exclusive right and privilege for the poriod
of six years, of keeping and maintaining a ferry across the Missis-
sippi river, opposite to or near Olive Grove, in the county of Wa-
basha, Territory of Minnesoia; and no other ferry shall be estab-
lished within one half mile of said ferry, cither above or below.

Sec. 2. That said Henry G. Bailly, shall ot all times keepa
safe and good boat or boats, in good repair, sufficient for the nccom-
modation of all persons wishing to cross at said ferry andshall give
prompt and rendy attendance on passengers or teams, or all occa-
sions, and at all hours, of the night or day; but porsons wishing
to cross at said ferry after ten o’clock at night, may be charged
double the fare as hereinafler prescribed.
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
